THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

L.  S. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Grantham,  in 
the  County  of  Sullivan,  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Grantham  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

Art.  1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one 
Town  Clerk,  one  Town  Treasurer,  one  Police  Officer, 
one  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  and  two  Auditors  for  the 
ensuing  year;  one  Selectman,  one  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds,  and  one  Trustee  of  the  Public  Library  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  one  or  more  Highway  Agents 
and  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  agents  and  com- 
mittees, and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  for  the  support  of  the  poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid,  and  raise  $ for  same. 

Art.  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  repair  highways  and 
bridges. 

Art.  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  snow  bill. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  one-hundredth  of 
one  per  cent  (1/100  of  1%)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  on  the  assessment  of  1955  for  the  purpose  of 
publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and

resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the 
Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $400.00 
for  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  Forestry  Department. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  towards  the  purchase  of  a  new 
truck. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  an  Old 
Home  Day,  and  take  any  action  thereon. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  $500.00  for  the 
use  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  $150.00  to  pay  for  Accident  Insurance  for  Firemen. 

Art.  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  sell  any  property  acquired  by  tax  title,  if 
they  should  deem  it  advisable. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  maintenance  of  the 
town  dump. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan 
for  extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of 
title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age 
and  Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter 
234  of  the  Laws  of  1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  to  defray  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Art.  19.  If  the  foregoing  article  is  adopted,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  exe- 
cute on  behalf  of  the  town  the  necessary  agreement 
with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect 
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the  plan,  and  to  see  if  the  town  will  designate  the 
Town  Treasurer  as  the  officer  to  be  responsible  for 
the  administration  of  the  plan. 

Art.  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  if  necessary. 

Art.  21.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  officers,  agents 
and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  CHIEF 


Town  of  Grantham 

To  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  year  1954,  for  the 
organization  of  the  Grantham  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Department  answered  three  alarms  for  the  nine 
months  it  has  been  in  operation.  Two  were  bad  chim- 
ney fires  at  the  home  of  Henry  Howard  in  August.  I 
feel  that  this  fire  would  have  been  more  serious,  as  the 
fire  was  in  the  inner  wall,  if  the  Department  had  not 
been  there  with  seven  members  present.  The  fire  took 
about  two  hours  to  put  out.  On  the  same  night  the 
Department  answered  a  call  to  find  a  lost  child  on 
Howe  Hill.  23  members  responded.  On  October  6,  the 
Department  answered  another  call  at  the  home  of 
Donald  Barton  for  another  chimney  fire.  Five  members 
responded.  The  fire  would  have  caused  more  damage, 
as  a  flue  stop  had  blown  out  of  the  wall  upstairs. 

The  Department  now  consists  of  twenty-seven  mem- 
bers, which  includes  two  Captains  and  one  Lieut.  All 
members  have  taken  part  in  at  least  two  drills  a  month, 
weather  permitting,  in  the  art  of  handling  hose,  a  lad- 
der and  general  practice. 

I  have  now  in  running  condition,  a  Ford  tank  truck 
with  a  500  gallon  water  capacity  with  150  feet  of 
boaster  hose.  This  truck  is  also  equipped  with  a  250 
gallon  front  end  pump  and  carries:  lighting  equipment, 
1  C02  extinguisher  and  ladder,  hand  pump  cans,  smoke 
mask  and  general  equipment. 

The  pump  truck  is  a  1941  Dodge,  built  by  the  men 
of  the  Department  with  the  Town's  500  gallon  pump 
installed  on  the  chassis.  This  truck  will  more  than 
pump  the  water  needed  at  most  fires,  but  I  feel  that 
the  Ford  truck  will  answer  most  fires  in  the  town. 
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I  have  been  in  communication  with  the  State  Fire 
Marshal's  office  and  the  Department  has  been  recog- 
nized by  his  office.  We  have  started  the  Fire  House 
and  with  a  little  luck  and  weather  permitting,  will  have 
it  completed  by  spring.  I  have  installed  a  Fire  Alarm 
system  in  the  building,  which  is  small,  but  will  serve 
the  purpose  for  the  time  being. 

We  are  badly  in  need  of  more  hose.  The  hose  we 
have  now  was  made  in  1942,  and  has  started  to  rot  in 
most  places.  I  have  not  been  successful  in  getting  the 
hose  back  from  the  State  Forestry  Department  which 
was  lost  on  Grantham  Mountain  in  1953,  but  will  keep 
after  this  matter.  I  have  received  many  pieces  of  fire 
equipment  from  many  towns  and  from  Massachusetts, 
which  have  helped  in  many  ways. 

My  recommendation  for  the  Fire  Department  budget 
for  1955,  which  will  be  used  to  buy  the  hose  we  need, 
help  to  furnish  the  Fire  House  and  maintenance,  should 
be  $500.  I  know  this  amount  is  high  but  we  need  the 
equipment  for  the  men  badly.  I  think  they  have  done 
a  splendid  job  in  the  few  months  the  Department  has 
been  officially  organized  and  they  deserve  a  lot  of 
credit  for  their  co-operation. 

I  have  enjoyed  working  both  with  the  men  of  the 
Department  and  the  Selectmen,  and  thank  them  for 
their  generous  co-operation.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  KEPOliT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

The  problem  of  securing  teachers  for  the  schools  is 
becoming  ever  more  critical.  The  reasons  are  many 
and  include: 

(a)  too  few  graduates  from  teacher  training 
colleges 

(b)  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  all 
over  the  country  and  consequently  the  need  for 
many  more  teachers 

(c)  higher  wages  paid  in  industry  and  to  teachers 
in  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  etc. 

(d)  many  teachers  prefer  not  to  teach  in  rural 
schools. 

Grantham  has  been  and  is  fortunate  to  have  such  ca- 
pable teachers  and  my  thanks  are  expressed  to  them. 
The  years  ahead  appear  to  be  critical  ones  so  far  as 
securing  teachers  is  concerned. 

The  amount  of  State  Aid  for  the  current  year- 
dropped  to  $5,720.84  from  $7,805.84,  which  had  been 
received  during  1953-54.  Unless  more  State  money  is 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  for  educational  aid, 
Grantham  is  likely  to  receive  less  State  money  next 
year. 

The  sum  of  $306.36  is  to  be  set  aside  as  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  according  to  the  vote  of  the  last  District 
meeting.  Your  judgment  last  year  would  seem  to  be 
good  policy  for  next  year,  that  is  to  vote  into  Capital 
Reserve  any  balance  over  $300.00,  which  may  exist  on 
June  30,  1955. 

Mrs.  Doris  Farrington  is  teaching  her  fourth  year 
in  Grantham  Village  (Primary  room);  Mrs.  Ella  Reney 
is  the  upper  grade  teacher  in  the  Village,  and  Mrs. 
Martha  Armstrong  teaches  all  grades  at  North  Grantham. 
Mrs.  Florence  De  Palma  is  the  school  nurse. 
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Mrs.  Stella  Durkee,  the  Helping  Teacher,  has  been 
very  helpful  to  the  boys  and  girls.  She  has  tested  and 
guided  many  pupils  and  enabled  them  to  make  better 
advancement  in  school. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  School 
Board,  the  people  of  Grantham,  and  all  others  who 
have  helped  to  make  the  school  year  successful.
